Teachers claim bad faith

Teddy Roosevelt said: "Speak softly and 
carry a big stick.” 

Romulus school teachers feel they have 
carried out the first part of that motto for the 
past 18 months. Now, they say, it’s time to 
fulfill the second part. 

And that’s where the "big stick” comes in. 
Romulus Education Association President 
Terry Bird said Romulus teachers are 
strongly thinking about joining 20 other local 
school districts in forming the Wayne County 
Education Association, which would have one 
bargaining agent for the 21 districts. 

"We feel the Romulus school board has 
broken their word to us and stabbed us in the 
back,” Bird said, after Romulus schools were 
shut down Friday when 200 of the district’s 286 
teachers called in sick. However, school was 
open Monday as usual. 

Supt. James Garfield said the board had 
changed its position, offering increments for 
the pa st two years and a three per cent across 
the board raise if the J une 13 millage proposal 
passed. 

"We worked most of last year without a 
contract before settling and now we’ve 
worked this entire school year without a 
contract,” said Bird, who strongly denies any 
union backing to the "blackboard flu ” sick 
calls. 

"We’ve worked cooperatively with the 
board on many efforts in the past. 

We feel we have had a good spirit of 
cooperation, teachers have worked on 
millage elections with the administration. 

"The board promised us it would negotiate 
a fair salary contract settlement with the 
teachers.Their word was —win or lose on the 
March 19 millage election— it would negotiate 
with us. Now they tell qs they will not We feel 
they have out-and-ot lied to us.” 

Consequently, Bird said, his group is now 
strongly thinking about joining 20 other

At Tuesday’s city council meeting, 
Treasurer John Lewkowicz looked a gift 
horse in the mouth. 

On council’s agenda for that ir eeting was 
an item for payment to Associated 
Newspapers of $700.00. The money had been 
collected from donations to the Romulus 
Livelihood Day Committee (A committee 
consisting of local business leaders for the 
purpose of promoting the City of Romulus 
during the State-wide Michigan Week 
celebrations). 

During the early planning sessions of the 
Livelihood day committee, the group decided 
that the printing of a special edition tabloid 
outlining the history of the city, as well as a 
complete schedule of planned events during 
Michigan Week, would be a good idea 
Donations toward the cost of this 
publication were made to the City of Romulus 
following approval by Treasurer Lewkowicz. 

Associated Newspapers had agreed to 
proceed on the preparations for the 
Michigan Week in Romulus tabloid, without 
any guarantee that sufficient funds would be 
raised. "This was a good faith gesture on the 
part of the paper,” said David J. Willett 
publisher. "Since we are a part of the com- 
munity, and one of the oldest businesses in the 
City of Romulus, we felt an obligation to help 
promote the city, and there was no better 
time to do that than during Michigan Week.” 

At the time of printing, The city of Romulus 
was holding about $700.00 donated toward the 
tabloid. When Lewkowicz was asked to for- 
ward that amount to Associated Newspapers 
he said he would not do that without 
authorization by city council, in spite of the 
fact that Lewkowicz had approved in advance 
the procedure he was now objecting to. 

Following heated discussions at tne council 
meeting which witnessed the Mayor’s appeal 
to council to approve the transfer of the 
$700.00 to the paper "which after all” said 
Steward, "was only trying to help promote 
the city", council, after five motions and forty 
five minutes of discussion, finally approved 
the payment. 

Following the v^te to approve the payment 
which was strongly supported by Mayor 
Stewartnand Clerk Leonard Folmer, Folmer 
was overheard to have commented that it was 
indeed fortunate that several residents of the 
community, in attendance at the meeting, 
spoke in favor of making the payment "If our 
community newspaper had been left holding 
the bill for the Romulus promotion tabloid, it 
is not to likely that they would be very anxious 
to help us the next time around 
Lewkowicz looked a gift horse in the mouth 
last week, and the horse nearly died 


Wayne County School districts to form one 
giant teachers’ union — The Wayne County 
Education Association (WCEA) — which 
would be the bargaining agent for 21 districts.

RomuliE teachers a re scheduled to vote 
May 26 on whether to join the new education 
association. 

Friday’s school shutdown followed 
picketing by teachers in front of Romulus 
High School before and after regular school 
hours on Wednesday and Thursday. Some 
picket signs read: "Pay Me Now — Not 
Later!” 


Asst. Supt Marvin Fischer said it was ap- 
parent by 7:45 a.m. Friday there would be no 
high school or junior high classes when the 
administration office was swamped with 
teachers calling in sick. 

By 8:45 a m., he said, they knew they 
wouldn’t have enough teachers to conduct 
classes in any of the district’s nine 
elementary schools. 

Fischer added: ‘‘The calls were coming in 
so fast Friday that we were not able to get 
them all. When some found the line busy, they 
called their own school. 

However, it was reported that five teachers 
were on hand to teach at North Junior High, 
but were sent home at 8:15 a m. and the 
school was secured at 10:15 a m. 


Bird emphasized that the teachers have 
tried long and hard to work with the school 
board and feel they have been "kicked in the 
teeth” for their efforts. 

"I know the public thinks most of us have a 
negative attitude,” said Bird, who has been 
REA president 17 months. "But we would 
respectfully ask each resident to put them- 
selves in our position a nd ask themselves how 
they would feel if they were lied to and con- 
sistently mistreated financially. 

"I feel I’m a very reasonable man, but we 
have some in our association who are not as 
patient — and I’ve just about lost all my 
patience with the board.” 

We asked his assessment of the situation. 
Bird replied, "I honestly feel it will take a 
miracle to save Romulus schools.”

Pornography ordinance 
is approved by council 


An ordinance passed last week by the 
Romulus City Council makes it unlawful for 
any person to promote pornography for adults 
and minors in the community. 

"We wanted to stop this kind of activity in 


our city before it had a chance to get started,” 
declared Mayor James C. Stewart. 

In layman’s languate, the ordinance forbids 
anyone from: 

Disseminating pornographic material in or 


City seeks rescue unit

A new Emergency Medical Services (EMS) 
rescue unit being sought for the local fire 
department could result in "a 15 percent 
decrease in death and injury” each year for 
victims of serious accidents in the Romulus 

This fact was brought to light prior to City 
Council approval of an application for $14,800 
in matching Federal HEW funds submitted to 
the Wayne County EMS Council. 

Currently, according to Stephen Bonczek, 
community development director, both 
Romulus and Huron Township are vying for 
the Federal funds to purchase an EMS rescue 
unit. 

Noting that Huron Township s primary 
reason was its proximity to the new 1-275 
Expressway. Bonczek asserted that 
"Romulus has more potential disaster 
situations than any other community in 
Wayne County and possibly the State of 
Michigan.” 

More specifically, he pointed out such 
potential disaster areas as Metropolitan 
Airport. 1-94 and 1-275 expressways, two 
railroads lines, chemical factories containing 
some three million gallons of product stored 
on their premises, three gas tank farms, one 
propane gas filling station, three companies 


using underground gas mains and a paint 
factory 

In his recommendation to Council for the 
EMU rescue unit, Bonczek stressed that the 
local fire department has only one rescue van 
of its own and that the city must rely for the 
balance of accident cases on contractual 
services with Taylor Ambulance Service of 
Taylor. 

He expressed confidence that Romulus 
would be successful in obtaining the $14,800 
grant, half of the total $29,600 needed to 
purchase the resue unit. 

Classified as a first line vehicle by the 
•Romulus Fire Department, the EMS rescue 
unit would be stationed at 36451 Bibbins to 
serve the estimated 26,000 inhabitants living 
in the 36-square miles of Romulus 

The new EMS rescue unit would cut 
response time to the accident scene from the 
current 10 to 15 minutes to an estimated seven 
to nine minutes, according to information 
supplied by Bonzcek the Wayne County* EMS 
Council 

In addition, the new EMS rescue unit would 
carry a four-channel high band VTIF mobile 
radio for messages from its home base and 
other mobile units 

As now in effect, the new- unit would tran- 
sport accident victims to either Wayne 
County General or Annapolis hosptials 


from a public place or vehicle for profit; 
possessing any pornographic material! with 
the intent to disseminate; or allowing any 
business, building or vehicle he owns, leases, 
conducts or manages to be used tor 
dissemination of pornographic materials; 

Selling a ticket or pass to a pornographic 
performance; admitting by ticket or pass 
anyone to a pornographic performance; 

Producing, presenting, directing or 
allowing use of a business, building, vehicle 
owned, leased, conducted or managed to be 
used for a pornographic performance before 
an audience, 

Participating in a pornographic per- 
formance before an audience; 

Pandering, displaying publicly or 
disseminating door to door any pornographic 
material or performance. 

That section of the ordinance which applies 
to promotion of pornography for minora 
contains similar language with the exception 
of a clause forbidding the showing a por- 
nographic film or other performance for 
minors 

Under the new city law. a person caught 
with two or more identical copies of any 
pornographic material in his possession will 
be considered in violation for intent to 
disseminate that material. 

Also contained in the new ordinance are 
provisions which allow legal dissemination of 
pornographic material, if done so in their 
official capacities, by a teacher, doctor or 
psychologist legislator, judge, prosecutor, law 
enforcement official or a supplier to any of 
the former 

The last section of the pornographic or- 
dinance states "This ordinance is declared 
necessary for the preservation of the public 
peace, health, safety and welfare of the 
people of the City of Romulus ..”

Postal Service sets ups 


envelope size standard 


'...Actually, the individual mail user 
won't be affected greatly by 
the new dimensional standards...' 


If you’ve still got any of those 
extra-small or odd- shaped envelopes 
— such as for birth announcements 
and social invitations — better use 
them up. 

That’s the reminder issued by 
Belleville Postmaster R.J. O’Neil, 
who noted that in about a year from 
now — April 15, 1978 — new postal 
regulations are scheduled to go into 
effect to encourage the use of 
standard size envelopes for letter 
mail. 

Non-standard letters are costly to 
process, since they cannot take 
advantage of the speed and ef- 
ficiency of letter sorting machines 
and sometimes cause jams that 
may damage the mail. 

The new regulations also call for a 
surcharge on non-standard size 
letter mail that is too large or too 
flimsy for machine processing. 

"Actually, the individual mail user 


won’t be a fleeted greatly by the new 
dimensional standards, since only 
about 4 percent of the correspon- 
dence mail now falls into the odd- 
size category," O’Neil said. 

'Hie height of an envelope in 
relation to its width, along with its 
thickness and weight, are factors in 
the new mailing requirements. 

As far as the general public is 
concerned, the most noticeable 


change will be the minimum stan 
dards for mailing pieces, except for 
keys and identification badges, 
anything less than v 4 inch thick that 
is less than 3 4 inches in height and 5 
inches wide will be non- mailable. 


All non-mailable will be items less 
than seven-thousandths of an inch 
thick The conventional postal card 
lias a thickness of about nine- 
thousandths of an inch. 


Pieces smaller than 3 1 * inches by 
5 inches will be ma flable, if they are 
more than * 4 inch thick, but there 
will be a surcharge, which has not 
been determined This will include 
such items as film mailers and 
jewelry. 


Larger than standard-size mail, 
which will be accepted with a sur- 
charge, will include all first-class 
and airmail, weighing one ounce or 
less, and single piece third-class 
mail, weighing 2 oz. or less that is 
rectangular and exceeds 6 Vfe inches 
high, 11 ^ inches wide, and */ 4 inch 
thick. 


An exception is when pieces ex- 
ceed any of these sizes, but a bo 
exceed the weight. These will be 
accepted at regular postage rates 
without a surcharge

Coleman wants ‘Super Sewer,’ and what Coleman wants... 


A chance remark made in the heat 
of battle may portend a new and 
exciting future for the suburban 
communities to the west of 
Coleman's-land. 

Following a Romulus meeting at 
which suburban officials protested 
the transfer of control over 'Super 
Sewer' from fhe Wayne County Road 
Commission to the Wayne County 
Public Works Board a group con- 
trolled by Detroit someone made the 
remark that maybe Western Wayne 
County officials should band 
together a form a new county the 
* county of Suburbia. 

The suggestion that the suburbs 
seceded from Wayne County, 
followed John Barr's statement that 
if the suburbs wanted 'Super Sewer' 


they would have to play the game by 
Detroit's rules since Coleman Young 
had a majority of the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners in his 
pocket, and what Coleman wanted, 
Coleman got, and Coleman wanted 
'Super Sewer'. 

Suburban concern over Detroit 
control of the sewer system Is the 
result of their experience with the 
Detroit controlled: Water system. 

Continual rate increases with now 
suburban representation on that 
board. Transportation systems. 
SEMTA will most likely build 
Coleman Young his subway system 
for Detroit, prlmarly at the expense 
of the suburbs and providing little If 
any suburban service. Sheriffs 
department Coleman Young would 


like to see the sheriffs patrols 
eliminated In order to provide the 
funds for increased Detroit services, 
and the County has announced that 
sheriffs patrols will be pulled out of 
several of Western Wayne com- 
munities now reliant on that service. 

With Detroit In firm control of 
water, transportation, and the 
sheriffs department — thanks to 
those 14 commissioners dancing to 
Coleman's tune — the only thing 
remaining. In order to completely 
pull the economic noose around our 
suburban necks, would be to give 
Detroit control over Super Sewer. 

Since John Barr has stated that 
under existing circumstances the 
suburbs have no choice In the 


matter, If they want the new sewer 
system. We think those cir- 
cumstances must be changed. 

One way they can be changed Is 
for the Western Wayne County 
suburbs to form their own county, 
and leave the remainder of Wayne 
County for Young to play with. 

Possibly as soon as next week, a 
resolution to split Wayne County into 
two parts, will be presented to the 
Michigan legislature. 

The resolution to form the new 
county of 'Suburbia' could be the 
ultimate answer to most of fhe 
problems plaguing Western Wayne 
County. 

According to Royce Smith, Wayne 
County Commissioner, the 1980 


census will give the out-county 
population a majority of three votes 
on the County Board of Com- 
missioners." 'But by that time with 
the power hungry attitude the 
Detroit Commissioners are taking, 
there won't be much left to 
salvage." 

We agree with Commissioner 
Smith. 

It is not logical that a person who 
has volunteered to provide for his 
blood for the last ditch effort to save 
a dying man's life, should hlmsell 1 
expire from the loss of the same 
commodity. 

Lets pull the tube now before It's 
too late. Maybe when we are wel 
again we can once more try to save 
Detroit.

Well, it’s all on the line now. We’re in this 
together-as a team. All we’ve worked and 
sweated and deprived ourselves for is ready 
for public scrutiny. How will it come off? 

SSH! The auditorium lights have been 
turned off completely and the stage curtains 
are parting. Rising in volume and intensity, 
the instrumental prologue signals the 
beginning of another opening night. “West 
Side Story’’ is about to be told.

From the lead players of Tom Laine, Lisa 
Pellecchia, John Price, Stan King and Jane 
Salutz to the behind-the-scenes crews and 


committees — all share in the musical’s 
rousing success. 

From chubby officer Krupke (Curt Car- 
dinal) to the comic relief of Baby John (Darel 
Adams), the cock-eyed baseball cap of 
Anybodys (Janet Bly), the Jets and Sharks 
choruses, to the philosophical rebukes of Doc 
(John Wyman), the casting is excellent.

Politics and 
politicians 



The words “politics” and_ “politicians” 
prompt feelings dF^xstriisf, disbelief, doubt, 
anxiety and frustration among many of our 
nation’s citizens. 

Why? No better example can be found than 
the tragedy of former President Richard M. 
Nixon. From the lofty pinnacle, of being 
elected president of the world’s greatest 
nation by the largest landslide in our history, 
to the depths of escaping impending im- 
peachment by resigning in disgrace over 
Watergate, vividly paints a panorama of what 
American politics is ail about. 

From those in the know and on the political 
scene, Mr. Nixon’s involvement with the 
Watergate issue was not at all unusual — he 
just happened to get caught! What this 
consensus tells us constitutes a rather 
degrading testimonial to 20th Century 
American politics on the national level. 

Unfortunately, conditions on the state,

As the interview with the satellite group 
continued, one member said, “Here’s 
something you should put in the paper There 
is no question in my mind that participation in 
both the standard and the satellite 
alcoholism programs at Annapolis has saved 
my life.” 

He said what he meant was that he had 
honestly given serious thought to suicide — 
not an unusual thought in the travels of a 
practicing alcoholic considering that 
alcoholics have a suicide rate 58 times higher 
than that of the general public. Indeed, over 
one-third of the suicides in the country are 
alcohol -induced 

‘If I hadn’t done myself in,” he said, “then 
the alcohol would finally have taken its toll 
and I’d be dead.” 

Bob Denton explained that the use of so- 
called scare tactics in the treatment of 
alcoholics did little good He further ex- 
plained, though, that it was his obligation as a 
professional in the health care field to spend 
some time on the dangers of the addiction 
from purely a physical aspect 
“There is no absolute way to calculate the 
harm done to the human organism from 
substance abuse. In addition to alcohol, I 
might include nicotine, caffine. and even 
candy kisses if there is practiced abuse 
“However, my principal area of concern is 
alcohol. Those who insist on using this drug in 
an abusive manner have the good fortune of 
looking forward to things such as hyper- 
tension, pancreatitis, stomach cancer, heart 
trouble, hypoglycemia, liver problems, 
dehydration, and the DTs to mention just a 
few possibilities. 

“It’s not a pretty picture,” Denton said, 
“and perhaps it’s not suppossed to be 
Denton went on to say that because only 1 
outof 8 heavy alcohol abusers actually end up 
as diagnosed alcoholics, too many drinkers 


are content to play the odds and figure they 
are one of the lucky seven who make it 
without developing an addiction. 

The satellite group has had in their 
meetings, a physiologist who had the ability 
to explain the total effects of alcohol abuse on 
the human body. The group has traveled to 
the Brighton Hospital — an alcoholic treat- 
ment center directed by Russell Smith, MD, 
who is himself a recovering alcoholic. 

The group, then, gets around They have a 
social hour following their monthly meeting 
It’s an hour or soof f riendship where the most 
potent brew on the table is coffee or tea. 

It’s important because these people have 
spent much of their previous life ostracized 
from the social world which many of us take 
for granted. As one of them put it, “Nobody 
likes a drunk because a drunk is obnoxious, 
sloppy, vulgar, unreliable, and unpredictable. 
So, when you are really into the booze, you 
live a life of isolation Your companions are 
usually other drunks, and you find yourself 
morally and ethically bankrupt 
Another group member said, “When I was a 
practicing alcoholic I know now that my wife, 
who somehow' stuck it out with me, felt 
trapped And she was also isolated from any 
real social life because no one wanted me 
around Now' that I’ve attained two years of 
sobriety, we are able to function as normal 
human beings and have been able to put our 
lives back together.” 

The wives are now' invited to participate in 
some of the functions if they so please, and the 
group periodically makes social outtings 
together — golfing, boating, fishing, and what 
have you. 

The point here being, that there is a way 
back if one is prepared to look into a mirror 
and face reality And that reality says that an 
alcoholic must* finish out his life without the 
benefits’ of alcohol 


“It’s not easy to admit you are powerless to 
control your drinking.” said one man, “and 
it’s even harder to throw away your crutch — 
that bottle of whiskey or that can of beer ” 

There are some in society who, perhaps in 
trying tofinda higher plateau for themselves, 
are prone to sniff and dismiss the alcoholic as 
one who is depraved or as one who simply 
lacks willpower. 

That’s unfortunate, because it’s too sim 
plistic. and frankly, reeks of ignorance. 

Alcoholism is a disease. It’s a complicated 
malady, and the root causes have yet to be 
determined It’s treatable but not curable — 
something like diabetes! 

And, do people blame’ other people 
because they are diabetic, or do they show 
some compassion and try to understand that 
there are some things which go beyond our 
basic understanding and control? 

“This is possibly one of our biggest 
problems,” said Bob Denton. “We have got to 
educate, not only ourselves as alcoholics, but 
society as well The public ignorance which 
equates alcoholism with poor moral 
character or a lack of basic intelligence must 
be neutralized. 

“Alcoholics don’t ask for any special 
treatment They are fighting a difficult battle, 
and only if you’ve been there can you know 
how difficult the battle is. 

“We are certainly not proud of the ad- 
diction. Still, once we’ve achieved sobriety 
and begin to function in society as productive 
individuals we’d like a little understanding. 
Hell yes, even a pat on the back wouldn’t 
hurt! 

“You’ve got to remember,” he concluded, 
that those who have fought the battle and 
regained their sobriety have accomplished 
something very few will ever accomplish.”

Relief for the handicapped legislation 


The legislature has moved toward solving 
some of the problems faced by the physically 
and mentally handicapped. 

This has included house approval of bills to 
make the physically handicapped more 
mobile. 

Some handicapped persons are able to 
drive their own cars, while others have 
relatives or friends who can drive them, but 
there are others who must rely on public 
transportation. 

One of the bills approved by the House 
would require city bus systems to equip new 
vehicles to serve physically handicapped 
persons. The requirement would apply to 
buses seating at least 30 passengers in 
systems of at least 10 buses. 

ine bill was amended before passage to 
permit a bus system to opt out of the 
requirement if they provide instead door-to- 
door service for the handicapped with a dial- 
a-ride system. Many bus system operators 
favor this approach, claiming it would 
provide better service at less cost. 

Currently, transit vehicles cannot be 
purchased with motor fuel tax funds made 
available by the general transportation 
program provisions of the law, until the 
legislature prescribes standards which insure 
that handicapped persons have access to 
those vehicles. 


The bill would alter this provision and 
require instead that no transit vehicles except 
those with lifts for wheelchairs could be 
purchased with the available funds which are 
not already committed under contracts in 
existence as of last November 15. The only 
exception would be, as noted, those bus 
systems which offer door-to-door service for 
the handicapped 

The bill is under consideration in the 
Senate, where a similar measure died last 
year. 

The House has approved a Senate bill 
which would correct some problems of 
handicappers who have access to cars. 

Current law mandates that special parking 
spaces be provided for the physically han- 
dicapped in parking lots open to the public. 
However, there are no provisions in law 
restricting the use of these spaces to the 
handicapped, and non-handicapped persons 
often use the special spaces, making them 
unavailable to those who are handicapped 

Even if these spaces were restricted by law, 
persons who provide transportation for the 
handicapped or park vehicles for the han- 
dicapped could receive tickets for using 
parking spaces technically designated for 
handicappers. 

Also, the special wheelchair symbol license 
plates are currently unavailable for vans 


specially equipped for use by the han- 
dicapped, as they are for cars. 

The bill recently approved by the House and 
Senate addresses itself to these problems. 

It would specifically restrict the special 
parking spaces to handicapped persons and 
those who are providing transportation for 
the handicapped Other persons who use the 
special spaces would be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and would be subject to current 
parking violation penalties. 

The bill would require special certificates 
of identification for handicappers’ vehicles, to 
be displayed on the lower left corner of the 
front w indshield. These certificates would be 
transferable to persons other than the han- 
dicapper, but only for purposes of providing 
transportation for the handicapped. 

The bill also extends the currently available 
handicapper license plates bearing the of- 
ficial wheelchair symbol to vans specially 
equipped for use by handicapped persons. 

The bill would take effect next October 1. 

The legislation is supported by the 
Michigan Departments of State Police, High- 
ways and Transportation and Labor and the 
Michigan Area of the National Association of 
the Physically Handicapped. 

Earlier in the session, the House and Senate 
established a joint committee to study the 
needs of adults with developmental 


disabilities, which includes mental retar- 
dation, mental illness, epilepsy and cerebral 
palsy. 

The Department of Mental Health has 
identified more than 9,000 mentally retarded 
persons 26 years old and older who reside in 
their communities and more than 3,000 others 
in the same age group who are in state in- 
stitutions. 

At age 26, these mentally handicapped 
persons are no longer eligible for mandatory 
special education programs provided 
through the Michigan Department of 
Educatioa However, they may be graduated 
from those programs as young as 18 years 
old. This makes them ineligible for further 
educational and day programming. 

The Department of Education graduates a 
new class of developmentally disabled adults 
out of its service responsibility every year, 
thus increasing the number of persons in need 
of additional special services. Yet, these 
persons in most cases could benefit from 
additional assistance. 

It is felt that there are insufficient 
programs and services in the areas of 
education, special day programs, vocational 
training or employment, housing, health and 
transportation for adults with developmental

disabilities. To make matters worse, these 
people are phased out of what programs are 
available when they reach a certain age. 

There is a need for interdepartmental 
coordination of services and the assignment 
of responsibility among county and state 
agencies and departments to provide for and 
delivery of services to these members of our 
society. 

The special committee will consider these 
and other problems and needs of develop- 
mentally disabled adults and report its fin- 
dings and recommendations back to the 
legislature.

Petition drive for reform 

/ 

of parole system launched 


To the editor: 

On Law Day, May 1, 1 launched a state-wide 
petition drive to reform the Michigan Parole 
System to require that convicted felons of 
violent crimes serve at least their minimum 
sentence before they become eligible for 
parole Such an initiative petition state-wide 
is necessary because of the Legislature’s 
three and one-half year refusal to deal with 
similar pending legislation. 

The reaction of the Legislature to the 
petition drive was predictable. 

First, the Chairman of the House Judiciary 
Committee responded extremely negatively. 
He asked, among other things, “Are we 
prepared to pay the price of at least 195 
million dollars to build a prison to house 
convicted felons of violent crimes?” Let me 
respond in the words of the mother of an 
eleven year old girl raped and murdered 
by a parolee in Oakland County: “I would 
gladly pay 195 million dollars to have the 
opportunity just one more time to tuck my 
little girl in bed.” 


Secondly, the reaction of the Joint Capital 
Outlay Committee of the Legislature, looking 
into possible prison sites in Michigan, would 
be laughable if it wasn’t so pathetically 
arrogant. The Joint Committee directed the 
Department of Management and Budget to 
specifically examine Oakland County as a 
prime site for locating a new prison. 

Such an abviousmove by the Legislature is 
no more than a blatant act to intimidate not 
only the public in Oakland County, but 
citizens across the state from getting involved 
in a tough law enforcement program. What 
this Legislative Committee is saying, in ef- 
fect, is that if citizens of this state dare avail 
themselves of their constitutional right to 
initiate legislation through a petition drive, 
they will be punished by the State 
Legislature. 

I, for one, feel that these Legislators have 
truly underestimated the Michigan public. 
We will show them so in our petition drive for 
parole reform.

Will marriage make a comeback?

Neither friends nor lovers — as the recent 
television drama made clear — Eleanor and 
Franklin Roosevelt nevertheless took 
seriously their marriage vow, “till death do 
us part.” 

They had been married for 40 years when 
FDR died in 1945. 

Many people today feel loveless marriages 
are a mistake. Divorce, in their view, is 
better. 

But not everybody feels that way. 

A divorce lawyer who makes his living — 
and a good one — getting people divorced 
says in a national magazine that divorce 
causes so much stress and trauma that he 
believes many people who get divorced today 
would be better off staying together, even if 
there is little or no love in their relationship. 

Columnist Sydney Harris says he is amazed 
to read of many divorced couples who say, 
“We are still very good friends ” 

“Isn’t that enough reason to stay 
together?” he asks. “What greater thing is 
there in life than friendship?” 

A Unitarian minister in New Bedford, 
Mass., says that love and marriage don’t 
necessarily “go together like a horse and 

carriage ” 

“But because we have been taught to think 
that they do,” says Rev Farley Wheelwright, 
“many marriages are failing.” 

He calls it “love and mirage ” 

“When people are no longer in love, they get 
divorced,” he says. “But there are many 
loveless marriages which are successful. And 
there are many marriages which have love 
but not the other ingredients which are 
disasters.” 

Wheelwright suggests that the threefold 
promise in the marriage ceremony be 


reversed so that “love, honor and cherish” 
becomes cherish, honor and love.” 

“Cherish means acceptance,” says the 
minister, “accepting the other party as he is 
— with all his faults. This is the most im- 
portant part of marriage.” 

Wheelwright says there are three main 
reasons for modem marital disfunction: 

l __ we expect too much of marriage and 
the mate. 

This agrees with something that has been 
said by Prof. Donald Campbell of Nor- 
thwestern University, president of the 
American Psychological Association. 

“Psychiatrists and psychologists have led 
people to believe they are being cheated if 
their 'experience samples’ are not totally 
pleasurable,” he says. 

This, says Campbell, has produced the 
“frustratingly high expectation levels that 
may be increasing the fragility of present-day 
marriages.” 

2 . — Our middle-class standards of living — 
involving social climbing, working mothers 
and fathers with two jobs — place too great a 
strain on marriage. 

“Such marriages become a business 
partnership,” says Wheelwright, “and 
business partners don’t often make the best 
marriage partners .” 

3. — Our marriages are built “too much on 
sexual attraction which is palmed off as 
love.” 

There are some statistics indicating that 
the divorce spiral is leveling off. The number 
of divorces is still higher than ever, but 
divorces are not increasing at the rate they 
were a few years ago. 

Whether this is because people who are 
involved in marriages which are less than 
ideal are coming to realize that the alter- 
native — divorce — can be even worse isn’t 
clear yet. 


“Divorce is a good thing for people caught 
up in an intolerable situation,” says a 
psychotherapist at University Hospitals in 
Cleveland. “The problem is to identify those 
marital situations which are truly intolerable 
and ought to be terminated from those which 
could be saved if both parties would agree to 
work together to save the marriage.” 

In any case, marriage may have more 
supporters today than it has had in the last 
several years. 


Mademoiselle magazine recently predic- 
ted, “Look for a change in how people look at 
marriage.

However, 
there are no provisions in law 
restricting the use of these spaces to 
the handicapped, an non- 
handicapped persons often use the 
special spaces 

Even if these spaces were 
restricted by law, persons who 
provide transportation for the 
handicapped or park vehicles for the 
handicapped could receive tickets 
for using parking spaces technically 
designated for handicappers, 
Mahalak said, adding that the 
special wheelchair system license 
plates currently are unavailable for 
vans specially equipped for use by 
the handicapped, as they are for 
cars. 

The bill recently approved by the 
House and Senate addresses itself to 
those problems. 

It would specifically restrict the 
special parking spaces to han- 
dicapped persons and those who are

Women's changing role 
affects economy, structure 


The changing role of women has 
had an inevitable and far-reaching 
impact on the nation’s economy and 
social structure, according to the 
report of the Michigan Assembly. 

The Michigan Assembly on 
Womenand the American Economy, 
held last month, was sponsored by 
the Women’s Resource Center of 
Grand Rapids, a nonprofit, multi- 
service counseling agency for 
women 

The conference, held in 
association with the American 
Assembly of Columbia University 
and funded by the Ford Foundation, 
gathered representatives of 
numerous professions and oc- 
cupations to consider the issues 
raised by women’s increased entry 
into the labor force. 

Recognizing and dealing with 
these issues will be important to our 
future economic and social well- 
being, according to the recently 
released report. 

In analyzing the obstacles women 
face in achieving economic equality, 
the Michigan Assembly found that 
women still are the victims of 
discrimination. Anti-female 
stereotypes, unchallenged in many 
educational institutions, are rein- 
forced in the marketplace As a 
result, women find themselves 
restricted to low-level, low-paying 


jobs with limited opportunities for 
advancement, a situation “par- 
ticularly punitive to women who are 
heads of households”. 

For working mothers there is the 


additional problem of finding 
adequate child care, often difficult 
in a society which tends to 
stereotype women in the traditional 
wife-homemaker role.

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providing transportation for the 
handicapped Other persons who use 
the special spaces would be guilty of 
a misdemeanor and would be sub- 
ject to current parking violation 
penalties. 

The bill would require special 
certificates of identification for 
handicappers’ vehicles, to be 
displayed on the lower left corner of 
the front windshield. These cer- 
tificates would be transferable to 
persons other than the handicapper, 
but only for purposes of providing 
transportation for the handicapped 

The bill also extends the currently 
available hanEii capper license plates 
bearing the official wheelchair 
symbol to vans specially equipped 
for use by handicapped persons 

The bill would take effect next Oct. 

1. 

The legislation is supported by the 
Michigan Departments of State 
Police, highways and transportation 
and Labor and the Michigan Area of 
the National Association of the 
Physically Handicapped. 

Earlier in the session, the House 
and Senate established a joint 
committee to study the needs of 
adults with developmental 
disabilities, which includes mental 
retardation, mental illness, epilepsy 
and cerebral palsy. 

The Department of Mental Health 
has identified more than 9,000 
mentally retarded persons 26 years 
old and older who reside in their 
communities and more than 3,000 
others in the same age group who 
are in state institutions. 

At age 26. these mentally han- 
dicapped persons are no longer 
eligible for mandatory special 
education programs provided 
through the Michigan Department of 
Education. However, they may be 
graduated from those programs as 
young as 18 years old, making them 
ineligible for further educational 
and day programming. 

The Department of Education 
graduates a new class of develop- 
mental^ disabled adults out of its 
service responsiblity every year, 
thus increasing the number of 
persons in need of additional special 
services. Yet, these persons in most 
cases could benefit from additional 
assistance 

It is felt that there are insufficient 
programs and services in the areas 
of education, special day programs, 
vocational training or employment, 
housing, health and transportation 
for adults with developmental 
disabilities. Mahalak said. To make 
matters worse, these people are 
phased out of what programs are 
available when they reach a certain 
age, he added. 

There is a need for in- 
terdepartmental coordination of 
services and the assignment of 
responsibility among county and 


state agencies and departments to 
provide for and delivery services to 
these members of our society, the 
representative said 
The special committee will con- 


sider these and other problems and 
needs of developmental ly disabled 
adults and report its findings and 
recommendations back to the 
legislature.

Bills to improve water board operations 


State Rep. Robert Law, of the 36th 
District and vice-chairman of the 
House City Government Committee, 
has announced that his panel has 
unanimously reported to the full 
House of Representatives two bills 
designed to improve operations of 
the Detroit Water Board 
“I think this reflects the great 


concern on the part of many 
legislators rega rding the f motioning 
of the Water Board and the 
reliability of the figures on which it 
has based previous rate increases to 
suburban customers/' Law said. 

He pointed out that one of the bills 
- RB. 4017 — would allow for an 
independent audit of the Detroit 


Water Board’s books. 

“This would clear up any 
questions about rates and costs,” 
Law said. "Presently, the law 
provides only for an internal audit 
by the City of Detroit. Last year, 
when such an audit was requested, it 
was refused.” 

Law has been concerned with rate 


increases over the past two years 
and has followed closely the 
progress that the mayor of Livonia 
has made with the Detroit Water 
Board. 

“When the mayor and other 
prominent officials left the board, 
that brought this matter to a head I 


fully support an independait audit 
for the board, as well as maintaining 
and increasing suburban 
representation on it.” he continued 

“The Detroit Water Board is the 
only metro-area water board that is 
not required to have an independent 
audit,” Law noted “I hope this 


legislation will change that.” 

The other bill approved by the 
committee. H B 4018, would 
guarantee suburban representatives 
a voice on the Water Board It would 
increase board size from seven to 
nine members, with only five of 
those being appointed by Detroit; 
presently all seven are

insurance is 


meet topic 

The Federal Flood Insurance Program and its 
impact on local units of government and private 
property owners will be the subject of a public 
meeting May 26. 

The session, which will constitute the in- 
formational portion of the Huron River Watershed 
Council’s annual meeting, will begin at 7:30 p.m. in 
the Henderson Room of the Michigan League, 
located on the University of Michigan’s Ann Arbor 
campus. 

According to Council Executice Secretary Owen 
Janson, the major purpose of the meeting is to 
assist governmental officials and private citizens in 
understanding this complex and often controversial 
program. A film dealing with flood plain 
management will be shown, followed by a 
presentation on the Flood Insurance Program by 
Richard Carlisle, who is on the staff of Ayres, 
Lewis, Norris & May Inc., Consulting Engineers. 

The Federal Flood Insurance Program was 
established by Congress in 1968, expanded in 1973, 
and further defined via new regulations which go 
into effect this summer. Designed for both in- 
dividuals and communities as a whole, the in- 
surance program takes a combined, corrective-and- 
preventative approach to national flood damage 
reduction. 

On the one hand affordable, subsidized flood in- 
surance is made available for existing development 
in flood plain areas. But the program also requires 
communities to adopt and administer local flood 
plain and land use measures that will protect lives 
and new construction from future flooding. 

It is these latter requirements, Janson indicated, 
which have been both controversial and difficult for 
many to understand. He noted that the program has 
far-reaching effects in terms of both community 
flood plain land use and financial assistance for 
future development. Sanctions in the law, he 
pointed out, include the complete withholding of all 
federal or federally-related financial assistance 
from a community and its residents located in flood 
hazard areas. These preventative measures and 
sanctions affect the activities of banks — as lending 
institutions — and real estate firms as well. 

The Huron River Watershed Council, sponsor of 
the meeting, is an intergovernmental agency 
designed to promote cooperation and coordination 
between units of government on water resource 
issues in the drainage basin of the Huron River, and 
to keep the total watershed public informed on such 
issues.

Ms. Steinem 
airs tragedy 

of wife beating 


Gloria Steinem will 
host a program, called 
“A License for 
Violence: The Tragedy 
of Battered Wives” at 10 
p.m. May 24 on Channel 
56. 

Part of the program 
was filmed in Chiswick, 
England, at a refuge for 
abused women, 
operated by Erin Piz- 
zey, who was once a 
victim of a violent 
home. Women from all 
over Britain come to the 
Chiswick Women’s Aid 
Ltd. with their children. 
They sleep in bunk beds 
or mattresses on the 
floor, in terribly 
crowded conditions, 
however, no one is 
turned away. 

Although the majority 
of men who are abusive 


to their wives see no 
need for help, Pizzey 
encourages these men 
to come to the refuge to 
talk over problems and 
join in group sessions. 

The rest of the 
program details the 
problem of wife beating 
in the United States. 
During this part, 
program host Steinem 
reveals the fact that 
wife beating is oneof the 
least reported and most 
hidden crimes in 
America. And it occurs 
at every economic and 
educational level. 

Steinem stressed the 
need for changes in 
legislation and court 
procedure and for 
educating the police in 
the seriousness of such 
domestic crimes.

State fuel tax revenues are still 
climbing, increasing by 5.8 percent 
in the first quarter of 1977 when 
compared to the same period in 1976, 
according to the State Highway 
Commission. 

Collections on sale of gasoline, 
diesel fuel and liquid petroleum gas 
in the January-March period totaled 
$100,106,348, up by $5,486,488 from 
the year before. 

License plate fees, based on 
vehicle weight, yi elded $98,280,478, 
an increase of 5.7 percent. Revenues 
nearly made up for the decline in the 
previous quarter, the result of slow 
sales of 1977 tabs affixed to plates 
issued in 1976. 

Gross rceipts, including $2,889,626 
in earned interest and miscellaneous 
revenues, totaled $201,276,453, an 
increase of 6.2 percent over the first 
quarter of 1976. (Interest now is 
distributed quarterly, rather than 
annually as in previous years). 

All the tax revenues go to the State 
Motor Vehicle Highway Fund. 
Proceeds are being distributed to 
the state, counties and 
municipalities after deduction of 
$17,117,843 in grants and collection 
costs. 

Wayne County’s shares of those 
revenues will be $10,131,788, up from 
the $9,851,135 it collected for the 
same time period in 1976.

(1) . The meaning of the name 
LAODICEA comes from two Greek 
words which are, Laos; which 
means “the people”, and Dicea; 
which means, “they say, or, they 
rule”. Thus the full meaning of the 
word is : The Rule of the People.

in-depth and on-site 
public health services 

Because the planned 
project is part of a 
health facility, the 
county is asking for 
state approval in the 
form of a Certificate of 


Need. Application for 
the certificate has been 
filed with the Division of 
Health Facility Plan- 
ning and Construction of 
the State Health 
Department. 

If approved, the 
project is targeted for 
completion in 
November 1978.

(2) FALSE, for most people with 
high blood pressure, there are no 
symptoms, especially in the early 
stages People who ha ve severe high 
blood pressure, but aren’t treating 
it, will sometimes experience diz- 
ziness and headaches. But more 
often than not, there are not symp- 
toms at all, which is why high blood 
pressure has been called “the silent 
killer’’ 

(3) TRUE, high blood pressure, 
over a period of time, may damage 
the heart, kidneys or brain. The 
higher the pressure, the more likely 
it is that damage will be done. It is a 
major cause of heart attack, stroke, 
heart and kidney failure. 

(4) FALSE, in most cases high 
blood pressure cannot be cured, but 
it can almost always be controlled 
by a lifetime program of medication 
and-or diet and exercise. 

If some of the things you just 
learned were a surprise to you, 
you’re not alone. Recent findings 
suggest that one in every seven 
adults in this country — some 23 


million people —have high blood 
pressure and more than seven 
million don’t know it. Nor do they 
know just how serious the condition 
is. 

All the facts are not yet in on high 
blood pressure We don’t know the 
cause in 90 percent of all cases. We 
don’t know why black Americans 
are twice as likely tohave it as white 
Americans. We don’t know why 
some children as young as 4 years 
old have it. 

We do know, however, that 
medication and diet usually will 
control high blood pressure and that

GOP legislation would ease 
life for state senior citizens 


House Republicans through the 
program steering committee, 
chaired by Assistant House 
Republican Leader John S. Mowat 
Jr., has developed a 12-point 
legislative program designed to 
make life easier for the state’s 
senior citizens. 

Many of the proposals are being 
drafted into bill form and will be 
introduced in the House in the near 
future. 

Proposals developed by the 
House’s GOP contingent in the area 
of energy include enactment of a 
program for relief from rising 
energy costs for seniors on fixed 
incomes. The “Lifeline” energy 
relief program or an energy rebate 
on tax returns are two alternatives 
being considered. 

Another energy proposal would 


have the state provide tax credits for 
the costs of home insulation and 
weatherproofing for senior citizens. 

The health proposals are: 

—Programs should be developed 
that are alternatives to institutional 
living. One way to do that would be 
to increase support and improve 
program guidelines for chore ser- 
vices home-help programs, in- 
cluding strict licensing of home 
health care agencies. 

—Provide comprehensive nursing 
home reform. 

The taxation proposal developed 
by the Republicans would eliminate 
Social Security from the state tax 
defintion of household income, while 
in the realm of education every 
community would establish a Senior 
Citizen Advisory Council to deter- 


mine senior citizens’ needs for 
programs of an educational or 
leisuretime nature. 

In housing the GOP legislators 
recommend: 

—A higher percentage of all 
housing financed by the Michigan 
Housing Development Authority be 
for senior citizens; and 

—Develop a state-wide com- 
prehensive program of demand- 
response (dial-a-ride) tran- 
sportation for senior citizens and 
handicapped persons. 

Other suggestions are prompt 
revision of Michigan’s Probate 
Code, requiring that every senior 
citizen receive an absentee ballot by 
mail and a senior citizen’s hotline to 
inform seniors of programs from 
which they could benefit 
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Marygrove classes to deal

Teen-age gonorrhea cases increase in 76

recent report, published by the 
dth department, showed that 
lorrhea cases in the county, 
eluding the City of Detroit, in- 
eased 39 percent in 1976. Ac- 
rding to Dr. Jane Polkowski, 
m muni cable diseases director, 
! venereal disease (VD) situation 
t't likely to improve. 

‘Withing our VD clinics, we saw a 
percent increase in gonorrhea as 
mpared to 1975, and of those 
Uoes, nearly half were teen-age 
women,” Dr. Polowski said. “We 
afeo are concerned that a large 
^/portion of our gonorrhea cases oc- 
curred in late 1976, and our figures 
for early 1977 indicate that this 
upward trend is continuing.” 

Other highlights of the report 
disclosed that the age of male 
patients treated for gonorrhea at the 
health department clinics in 1976 
also increased, which contrasts 


significantly with data of recent 
years. 

The report identified key com- 
munities in Wayne County, which 
showed significant increases in 
resident visits to the Eloise Ginic in 
1976. Patients from Inkster, Detroit 
and Romulus represented the 
largest portion— 67 percent— of that 
increase. 

However, according to Dr. 
Polkowski, the data should not be 
interpreted to mean that the 
gonorrhea problem is isolated in 
these communities. To the contrary, 
there was a 33 percent increase in 
patients treated coming from 
Plymouth. The communities of 
Dearborn, Taylor, Livonia, Wayne 
and Westland accounted for 27 
percent of all gonorrhea treated at 
the Eloise Ginic,” explained the 
doctor. 

Public Health Director Dr. Perry 
Stems commented on the report by 
saying: “It’s high time that the VD 
epidemic is brought under control. 
T7ie problem is not going to disap- 
pear. We’ve been experiencing

It’s spring, and that means in

million bicyclists are returning to 
Michigan’s sidewalks, roads and 
srreets. 

The State Board of Education has 
called on all motorists to be extra 
alert for youngsters and adults on 
bicycles, and gave these safety tips 
'ior bicycle riders: 

— Always use hand signals when 
you turn or stop your bfee: Extend 
your left arm out and up to turn 
right, straight out to turn left, and 
out and down when stopping. 

— Do not. enter traffic from bet- 
een parked cars. When driving 
eside parked cars watch out for 
cars pulling out or a door being 
opened in your way. 

— Never carry a rider, except on a 
“bicycle built for two”. 

—Slow down or stop at all cross 


roads, side streets and driveways. 

— Never hitch rides by holding 
onto a moving vehicle. 

— If you are going to drive after 
sunset, make sure your bike has a 
strong front light and rear reflec- 
tors. 

— Make sure your bicycle fits you. 
You cannot control a bike that is too 
big or too small. 

The State Board said bicycle 
safety instruction, offered by nearly 
all the state's school districts, is 
especially vital for youngsters. 

“You’re never too young to learn 
the rules of the road’,” said State 
Supt. of Public Instruction John W. 
Porter. “Elementary school pupils 
in particular, who are more 
vulnerable and less preceptive of 
dangerous traffic situations, will 
benefit from bicycle safety in- 
struction.”

major increases in gonorrhea cases 
for the past 10 years, increases that 
far exceed population growth.” 

One of Dr. Sterns’ concerns is that 
most women with the disease are not 
aware that they have gonnorrhea. 

“Women can have gonorrhea for 
months and not be aware of the 
infection, he explained. “In the 
meantime, the disease may have 
spread to the upper genital area 
where the gonnorrhea bacteria 
begin attacking the ovaries and 
fallopian tubes which eventually 
leads to pelvic inflamatory disease 
(PID).” A major complication of 
PID is sterility, the inability to 
become pregnant. 

According to state department 
officials there were 12,000 cases of 
PID in Michigan women last year, 
which were the result of gonorrhea 
complications. As a result, more 
than $11 million were spent in direct 
medical and hospitalization costs. 
Because of PID, 3,000 to 5,000 
Michigan women were rendered 
sterile in 1976. Lost school days 
among teen-age girls last year 
amounted to 12,000 days because of 
PID infection. 

Tnose figures represent the co6t of 


only one of the consequences of 
gonorrhea. Health officials are just 
beginning to comprehend the 
monetary, social and individual 
suffering associated with the 
gonorrhea epidemic in our state. 
Gonnorrhea check-ups at least twice 
a year are highly recommended for 
sexually active females, par- 
ticularly those women with more 
than one sex partner. 

How will the gonorrhea epidemic 
be stopped? Most public health 
officials feel that until a vaccine is 
discovered the most effective 
measure to combat the problem is 
education programs, which em- 
phasize prevention and early 
treatment. 

“Frankly, we feel that the school 
setting provides the best opportunity 
for effective VD education to take 
place,” Dr. Stearns said. 

School districts have utilized 
health department staff and local 
resources in teacher inservicp 
programs, however, this has oc- 
curred on only a limited basis. A 
Michigan law also requires the 
“teaching of dangerous com- 


municable diseases” in the public 
schools. 

There were 1/100,000 reported 
cases of gonorrhea in the United 


States last year, 35,000 in Michigan 
and 14,000 in Wayne County - 1,654 of 
which were reported in the out 
county area.

There Frayer and the Chargers were, riding high 
on a seven-game winning streak when sudden ly a 
rained-out game with Plymouth Canton and a 
cancelled game with Farmington Harrison left 
them without work. 

A week of inactivity can be costly as the Chargers 
discovered and the next three times they managed 
to get in conference games they blew them.

On to Iraqi

Iraq is a country of oil and wrestling — and not necessarily in that 
order. Some will argue that the Iraqi place wrestling before drilling 
for oil. 

And two 15-year-old local wrestlers: Belleville’s Rick Winekoff 
and Wayne’s Joe Glass will get a first hand look at Iraq and the land 
made famous by the “Arabian Nights” when they make the trip 
this summer with Team Michigan. 

Winekoff and Glass will join 11 other survivors of the recent AAU 
Freestyle Wrestling Tournament held at Berkley, Michigan. 

Winekoff won the gold in the 147V4 pound class while Glass was 
the top heavyweight in the tournament. 

“The trip to Iraq is being made possible by the Michigan-Iraqi 
Cultural Exchange Committee,” explained Robert F.B. Sowers, 
chairman of the committee. 

“The boys selected to go are the winners in each of their weight 
classes who competed in last week’s AAU age group 
wres tiedowns,” Sowers continued. “If one of the boys can’t make 
it, then the runner-up will be eligible.” 

Sowers pointed out that plans for the trip materialized last year 
during the World Schoolboys’ Wrestling Tournament. He said that 
Hazel Park invited the Iraqi to a dual meet in its city and, later, 
Iraq extended a formal invitation to Hazel Park. 

“However, we decided to expand this and form a 'Team 
Michigan’ for the tournament,” Sowers explained. 

Sowers also pointed out that the 15-wrestler group and the 
coaches will need about $20,000 to make the trip. 

“We’re going to have to pay our own air fares, but once on Iraqi 
soil, they’ll take care of the expenses over there. We plan to wrestle 
in seven cities, including Baghdad, the capital.” 

Sowers also stressed that “this is the first time a United States 
team has been invited to Iraq for a long time. He pointed out that 
the United States has cut off diplomatic relations with that country. 

“It’s really exciting to think these kids will be our first am- 
bassadors to that country in a long time,” Sowers said. “And, by 
the caliber of talent I saw at Berkley, 1 know we’re going to do all- 
right.” 

Ruel McPherson, who is the head coach at Southfield High and 
also the coach of a Hazel Park Wrestling Club, will act as head 
coach. The team will also be accompanied by a physician, Dr. 
Nebit Erg in, and a member of the Iraq Community of Detroit, 
Nedhir Zoma, who will act as transla tor-in terpretar and guide. 

In order to prepare the young athletes for the trip to Iraq and also 
drill them in the “no-nos” and mores of that country, the AAU plans 
an indoctrination session sometime in July in Tennessee. 

“Right now our biggest problem is to raise $15,000 for the trip,” 
% reiterated Sowers. 

Fifteen thousand? Thought the price tag was $20,000? 

“The federal government wants to get into this act, too,” ex- 
plained Sowers. “It has promised to give us the final $5,000 if we 
can raise the rest.” 

If our computer is correct, each of the 13 wrestlers must raise 
about $1,000. Then, the trip is “on”.

thembepunnished for it,” Stoh said. 

The punnishment, Stoh explained, 
would be in the form d not com- 
pleting the season. He also said he 
didn’t know how long the ‘‘black- 
board flu” would last. 

Apparently the “flue” had spread 
to Romulus from neighboring Taylor 
and Dearborn Heights Teachers in 
Taylor used the tactics to get a 
contract from the administration 

Romulus teachers and the board 
are in the midst of negotiations and 
the recent millage faAures have 
slowed down talks between the 
teachers’ union and the board. 

Before the flu hit Romulus, 
however, the Eagles managed to 
bury Ann Arbor Huron 15-1, shut out 
Milan 7-0 and lose to Ann Arbor 
Pioneer 0-1.

Tomeis invest in Westland

Back in 1958, two brothers from 
Italy invested $18,000 in a small 
diner in Westland Today, their 
several businesses in the city 
range from an ice cream parlor 
to a huge racquet club. 


Dario Tomei was only 9 years 
old when he and his brother, 
Angelo, then 14, came to the 
United States with their mother 
to join their father who had been 
here since 1920. 


“After we got here, we both 
went to school in Detroit,” Dario 
recalled. Angelo began working 
for Great Lakes Steel once his 
school days were over, and Dario 
performed odd jobs after classes 
were over for the day. 


Then, in 1958, an opportunity 
arose to purchase a 30-seat diner 
in Westland at 33550 Ford Road. 
Today, after four expansions, 
with the new name of Angelo 
Brothers Restaurant, 130 persons 
can be seated. 


diner in 1958 to racquet ball in 77 


entry into giving Westland sports 
fans thebest facilities that money 
can buy. 


Angelo, short like his brother, 
but heavier and with dark wavy 
hair, said racquet ball has 
become so popular that 5,000 to 
6,000 customers pass through 
their doors every week. 


As explained by Angelo and 
Dario, the game is played on an 
indoor court, slightly smaller 
than a tennis court, by two to four 
players. The racquet is smaller 
than a tennis racquet, but is 
similarly strung. The ball also is 
smaller than that used in tennis, 
but with no fuss on the outside. 


“It’s an exciting game,’’ Dario 
said. “I first played it about two 
years ago, saw how well my 
friends liked it, and I realized the 
potential market for a first-class 
racquet club.” 


The Coliseum boasts 16 indoor 
racquet ball courts, all open to 
the public on a 24-hour basis.

The menu has been expanded 
too, featuring Italian and 
American food, pizzas and 
cocktails, a far cry from the 
simple fare found in the original 
diner. 


From this early business 
venture, the two brothers now 
own All-Star Sports Shop at 33500 
Ford Road, Dario Frost ’n’ Sub, 
at 30369 Cherry Hill Road, and the 
recently-opened Coliseum 
Racquet Club a 1 34250 Ford Road. 


Dario, a short, thin man with 
dark curly hair, spoke with pride 
of he and his brother’s establish- 
ments. 


“We have about 9,000 square 
feet of space at the sports shop 
We sell just about every type of 
sport equipment you can 
imagine, from golf to baseball,, 
basketball, hockey and football. 
You name it, we have it,” he said. 


He added that one $ide of the 
Frost ‘n’ Sub is devoted to selling 
ice cream in a variety of flavors, 
while the other side specializes in 
pizza sold whole or by the slice 
and several different kinds of 
submarine sandwiches It seats 
80 patrons. 


It soon became evident that the 
pride and joy of both men was 
their new racquet club, which 
was completed late last year 
With its 30.000 square feet of 
space, two-tone brick enterior 
and plush interior carpeting, the 
Coliseum marks the brothers 1 


Dario said up to four persons 
can play on a single court as a 
cost of $6 per hour between 11 
p m. and 4 p.m. the next day and 
$8 per hour between 4 and 11 
p.m. the same day, Monday 
through Friday. On Saturday and 
Sunday, the charge is $8 per hour 
from 6 a m. to 11 p.m., with the 
fee decreasing to $6 per hour 
after that time. 


While the main specialty of the 
Coliseum is racquet ball,’ it also 
offers customers a four chair 
barber shop, a sauna, several 
lounge areas and shower and 
locker room facilities. 


The first week in May wit- 
nessed the opening of a 
restaurant and lounge at the 
Coliseum, complete with hot 
sandwiches and liquor, according 
to Angelo. 


Questioned on future plans, it 
soon became evident that the 
brothers had only exposed the bp 
of the iceberg. Their eyes glowed 
as they told of what more they 
have in store for Westland. 


“We are breaking ground next 
month for a super 40, 000-square 
foot racquet club to be called the 
Forum It will have just about 
everything you could ask for,’’ 
Angelo said. 


The luxurious new structure 
will be built just north of the 
Coliseum, but will differ from its 
predecessor by limiting play to 
2,000 persons on a membership^ 
■only * -basis - -The* Forum-- will 


contain a swimming pool, 
whirlpool, steam rooms, barber 
shop, television lounge, beauty 
salon, exercise room, conference 
room, restaurant and lounge, 16 
indoor racquet ball courts and a 
glass-walled -tournament court. 


Dario said proudly. “With 32 
indoor courts between the 
Coliseum and the Forum, we will 
be the biggest in the world! We’re 
also the only racquet ball cluhs in 
Michigan in which liquor is 
served.’’ 


He said the exercise room at 
the Forum will include 
weightlifting apparatus and other 
equipment for use by physical 
fitness buffs and those players 
interested in slimming down 
their figures. 


That isn’t all! The two brothers 
will construct a four to five story' 
office building containing 50,000 
square feet of space between the 
Coliseum and the new Forum. 
Plans call fora shopping complex 
of personalized shops, including a 
barber shop and beauty salon. 


As if overseeing and managing 
several businesses was not 
enough, the Dario and Angelo 
also contract the erection of all 
of their buildings. 

Asked if he and his brother has 
anything else in the works, Dario 
commented: “That’s enough for 
now.” 


* 4 'It may cost more, but weget it 


done the way we want it,” Dano 
said. 


The brothers are proud fathers. 
Dario has two sons, Dino, 14, and 
Chris, 8. The oldest boy plays 
hockey with the Michigan Stars 
in open league competition, while 
his younger brother skates for the 


Westland “Mites” in independent 
league play. 


Angelo has four children — 
Nickey, 14, Perry, 11. Cathy, 9 
and Angelo Jr., 6. Nickey is ac- 
tive in racquet bafl, and Perrv 
participates in hockey and 
lacrosse.
